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INTRODUCTION 


"Conmodity  Futures  Statistics*  is  published  annually  hy  the 
Coamodity  Exchange  Authority  of  the  Production  and  Marketing 
Administration.    This  edition  covers  the  fiscal  year  1945  (July 
1944  -  June  1945)  and  presents  the  more  important  data  on  futures 
trading  in  coiaraodities  covered  by  the  Commodity  Exchange  Act.  The 
statistics  are  compiled  from  reports  required  of  exchange  clearing 
members  and  large  traders  by  regulations  promulgated  under  the  acty 
and  from  official  price  records  of  contract  markets* 

Contract  Markets  and  Commodities 

A  contract  market  is  one  which  has  been  designated  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agricultxire  pursuant  to  the  Commodity  Exchange  Act 
for  the  conduct  of  trading  in  commodities  for  future  delivery* 
During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  ZO,  1945  ^  there  were  18  such 
markets,  a  list  of  which  follows?

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Faturas  trading  is  authorized  on  one  or  more  of  the  above- 
naaed  markets  in  wheat,  com,  oate,  rye,  barley,  flaxseed,  soy- 
beans, grain  sorghuas,  cotton,  oillfeeds  (iriieat  bran,  shorts, 
middlings ),  butter,  eggs,  potatoes,  wool  tops,  lard,  tallow, 
cottonseed  oil,  soybean  oil,  cottonseed  meal,  and  soybean  meal* 
In  the  year  covered  by  this  bulletin,  trading  was  dormant  in 
some  of  the  connoditles  and  in  others  restricted  under  the  im- 
pact of  war  conditions* 

Classification  of  Statistics 

The  commodity  futures  statistics  presented  in  thiis  bulletin 
fall  into  five  principal  classes  as  follows  s    Volume  of  trading, 
open  contracts,  futures  prices,  contracts  settled  by  delivery, 
and  trades  and  commitments  of  reporting  traders*    From  these  five 
classes,  other  information  is  derived*    These  derived  data  are 
value  of  open  contracts,  contracts  settled  by  deliveiy  as  a  per- 
centage of  open  contracts,  trades  of  reporting 'traders  as  a  per- 
centage of  total  volume  of  trading,  commitments  of  reporting  traders 
as  a  percentage  of  open  contracts,  and  commitments  of  nonreporting 
traders* 

Volume  of  Trading 

Each  clearing  member  of  each  contract  market  makes  a  daily 
report  of  all  purchases  and  sales  of  commodity  futures*    A  com- 
pilation of  these  reports  gives  the  volume  of  trading  in  each 
commodity  for  each  market  for  each  day*    Since  for  every  sale 
there  must  be  a  purchase,  the  volume  of  purchases  is  equal  to 
the  volume  of  sales*    The  volume  of  trading,  therefore,  is  the 
total  of  either  sales  or  purchases,  not  of  purchases  and  sales 
combined* 

In  many  markets  two  units  of  trading  are  used,  the  round 
lot  (for  exai^le,  5,000  bushels)  and  the  Job  lot  (for  example, 
lyOOO  bushels)*    In  such  cases  the  trading  in  both  lots  is  combined* 

Open  Oontracts 

A  futures  contract  is  said  to  be  '♦open"  when  it  has  oeen 
entered  into  but  not  yet  fulfilled  by  delivery  or  otherwise  off- 
set*   Total  open  contracts  in  any  specified  connodity,  therefore, 
represent  the  contracts  in  each  conmodity  which  will  have  to  be 
liquidated  either  before  maturity  by  offset  or  at  maturity  by 
delivery* 
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Ths  total  of  open  contraots  is  obtained  each  buslxtess  day 
hy  a  tabulation  of  reports  made  by  exchange  clearing  members 
under  authority  of  the  Commodity  Exchange  Act»    Ihere  there  was 
trad5-ng  in  both  round  and  job  lotSj  the  totals  of  open  contracts 
include  both  types* 

The  value  of  open  contracts  for  each  connodity  and  market 
(table  8)  was  calculated  from  the  open  contracts  and  closing 
prices  for  each  future  as  of  the  last  trading  day  of  each  month* 

Futures  Prioes 

Official  records  of  contract  markets  are  the  so\irce  of  the 
price  information  in  this  bulletin*    In  most  instances  the  prices 
presented  are  the  closing  prices  as  of  the  last  business  day  in 
the  month*    Exceptions  are  the  prices  of  maturing  futures*  Trad* 
ing  in  matxiring  futures  ceases  from  1  to  15  days  before  the  end 
of  the  months  depending  on  conmodity  and  market,  hence  the  prices 
of  maturing  futures  are  those  representing  the  last  trades  on  the 
last  day  of  trading  in  such  maturing  future*    TRiere  no  trades  took 
place  during  the  "close,"  generally  the  closing  seconds  of  trading, 
bid,  asked,  nominal,  or  settlement  prices  have  been  used,  and  are 
so  indicated* 

Contracts  Settled  by  Delivery 

A  copy  of  each  delivery  notice  is  furnished  the  Com&odity 
Exchange  Authority  by  the  clearing  member  tendering  such  notice* 
A  delivery  notice  is  a  document  prepared  by  the  seller  of  a 
futures  contract  by  which  he  serves  notice  on  the  buyer  that 
he  intends  to  deliver  on  a  specific  day  the  connodity  called 
for  in  the  contract.    From  ^se  delivery  notices,  and  ihB 
reports  of  deliveries  made  by  clearing  members,  the  data  for 
the  tables  on  deliveries  are  derived* 

Table  10  shows  contracts  settled  by  delivery  for  each  com- 
modity and  market*    In  tables  11  and  12,  contracts  settled  by 
delivery  are  expressed  as  percentages  of  maxi  mm  open  contracts 
during  the  life  of  the  futiire  and  of  contracts  open  at  the  begin- 
ning of  first  notice  day,  respectively*    In  coii5>uting  the  averages 
shown  in  these  tables,  the  individual  items  are  weighted  accord- 
ing to  the  size  of  open  contracts* 
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Trades  and  CoMnl-bnents  of  Reporting  Traders 

Any  trader  idiose  position  in  any  comnodity  reaches  a  certain 
amount  specified  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  required  to 
report  daily  all  his  trades  and  positions  in  that  coinmodity  to 
the  Commodity  £xchange  Authority*    In  making  this  report »  he  also 
has  to  classify  Ms  position  as  to  character^  that  is,  nhether 
speculatiye,  spreading ,  or  hedging*

Tabulated  data  on  trading  and  month-end  commitiDents  of  large 
traders  obtained  from  these  traders'  reports  are  presented  in 
tables  13,  14,  15,  16,  and  17*    Month-end  comndtments  of  nonreport- 
ing  traders,  shown  in  table  18,  are  derived  by  subtracting  reporting 
traders <  positions  from  the  total  of  all  positions*    Commitments  of 
nonreporting  traders,  being  only  a  residual  item,  cannot  be  classi- 
fied as  to  character  (that  is,  speculative,  spreading,  or  hedging)*
